WOMAN IN CLUB AND CHARITY

The organisation during the last week of
the Nebraska Federation of Colored Wom-
en's Clubm I8 one of the most progressive
steps that have yet heen taken by the col-
ored women of the state and promises much
for thelr future usefulness and Influsneas.
The uplifting and purifying of the home
and making of better eitirens Is the object
of the organigation. Bo far an known thers
are less than half n dozen clubs of eolored
women In the state organized for regular
women's club work The Neopyth Omaha
Woman's ¢lub, one of the strongest of
these, disbanded three yearsn ago, but two
weeks ngo practieally the same women
were reorganized In the Omaha Coloprsd
Mothers' club, with Mrs. Minnle
prosident. The Clenlans Woman's club of
Bouth Omaha {8 & progresaive organization
doing good work in domestle aclence and
other branches, while the Art club of
Omaha le also dolng good work. Sorosis
Colored Women's ¢lub of Lincoln Is also an
active, progressive organization Aside
from thess, the other organizations in-
cluded in the new state federation are
church ald socletles, Twelve of thesa are
represented In Omahba, Bouth Omalia, Lin
coln and Fremont and It is expected that
Haostings and Grand Island will soon
represented,
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For the work preliminary to the formnal
organieation nnd the management of the
econventlon held In Omahan Wednerday,
Thuraday and Friday of lIast week,
much credit cannot he given the
who had part In (¢t While the
weore Inexperienced in the methods of con-
ducting mestings, they were no more so
than the avernge women's club Is at
gtart. Mrs. Eligabeth Lindsey Davia of
Chicago of the Natlonal Assoclation of
Colored Women's Clubs, who superintended
the fedérntion, exprosgesd muoh satisfaction
at ite result. In epeaking of it she sald:
“There are good, Intelligent women with
goond Meas and conslderable executive abil-
ity in the federation and they ought to and
undoubtedly will do goosd work If they par-
severs, There l= great need of and they
are capable of doing & much broader work
than & belng accomplished in the church
socleties, Thess sopletine have their placs,
of courss, but It s the alm of the Natlonal
asgnclation to get our women out of the
rut and the narrowness of these aunxilinry
cireles, where they can work by themselves
and for each other. The persistent Inter-
ference of the ministara at our meeting In
Omaha demonstrates the necespity of the
colored women working In organizations
where they will not be handleapped by
those who 4o not understand thelr alms or
the work of the woman's elub movement.
The well Intended presence of those colored
ministers was a serlous detriment to the
meeting and If it continues will b2 a men-
ace to the future usafulness of the arganl-
zation. Naturally timid and Inexperienced,
the presence of the men but mada the
women more so. The ministers have no
plnee In the club meetings and should not
attend them."

The organization of the Nebraska so-
clety gives twenty-one state federations
to the National assoclation, which Ineludes
approximately 20000 women There are
thirty-one atate organizations, but ten of
these are not affillated with the national,
although It Is expected that all will have
come In hefore the next national meoting
to be held at Detrolt In July, 1008, With-
out funds to pay traveling expenses
of Ita ofMicers or for prepagandism, it has
been necossary to extend the work through
A thorough and svstemntie organization In
every state, which reporth back o the
natlonnl. ""The purity of the home (s the
eolored people's problem of the twentioth
century,” sald Mra, Davis last week, “and
it iz time for thé women and mothers to
take a hand in its adjustment. This we
can do fto A large extent through the
terching. the experiences and the Influence
of the Woman's club, Through the club
wi must Instill In our women a race pride
that will frown upon and place the club
stamp of disapproyal upon everything that
tenda to lower the standard of the com-
munity. Our women can do thils and with
telling effect, Thers Is & reason for the
low standards and ldeals that our women
hold for thelr homes. Only ifty years
ago they wers fresh from the cotton flelds
with no idean or conception of the sacred
relations of the home or the marital vows,
and we oan not wonder thaut the marks
of thosa dark years are still upon them.
We have been and many of us are still
lgnorant, but we are all so anxlous to im-
prove, and many of us have done so. The
mission of these uplifted ones is to lend a
hand to elevate thelr milllons of slsters
on the plantations of the south, In the one«
room cabins and those herded together in
the streets of the cltles north and south,
and teach them frugality, honesty, clean-
Uness and industry. We who have had
opportunity reallze that no race can rise
higher than Its women and we recognize
our great responstbility, Bees what the club
movement has accomplished for the white
women and It oan Jdo Just as much for
the colored If we will work.”

It 18 gratifying Information to hundreds
of Omnha women outside the actual mem-
bership that the Young Women's Christinn
associntion has ot last taken some tangible
step toward 4 new bullding, The purchase
of the triangular property at the southwest
corner of Beventeenth and 8t. Mary's ave-
nue last woek places the assoclation In
position to begin Its actusl work for the
bullding, expecting that the assistance that
has been promised when a lot should have
been noguired, will now be forthecoming.
The sssoclatlon has on hand $6,000 of the
$15,000 to be pald for the lot and it will
be negessary to raise the remaining §10,000
during the next three months, To this end
& meeting has been called of 100 self-sup-
porting women of the elty, members of the
associntion, Monday evening at the roomm
in the Paxton block. Supper will be served
and later plans will be devised for ralsing
the money. The American commitioe, with
which the local assoclation is now aMiiated,
will send one of its national sscretarios to
Omaha in Beptember to begin the cam-
palgn for the bullding. The purchasa of
the lot at a figure so far below what It
has been expected would have to be paid,
will bring the cost of the bullding and
lot ‘within the $100,000 ariginally asked, apd
still admit of the erectlon of a fine bulld-
ing. The Detrolt assoclation bullding,
which 8 the most completely equipped
woman's assoclation bullding in the coun-
try, cost $86,000, and judging from that It
Is estimated that Omaha can have o bulld-
ing as fine as any and still not exceed the
original sum asked,
